VA Proclamation to reſtraine the planting of 
Tobacco in England and Wales.

A vy to abuſe and miſimploy the ſoyle of this fruitfull Kingdome : Foz 
which purpoſe by Our direction, Letters of late haue bene addzefſed from our Councell of 
State, pꝛohibiting the plantation thereof within a certatne diſtance ol Dur City of London: 
But entring into further conſideration of the manifold inconuentences of ſuffering this non- 
riſhment of vice (and nothing elle) as a noyſome and running Weede, to multiply and oner- 
ſpꝛead within this Pur Kingdome, Wee are reſolued vpon many and Wetghtte reaſons of 
State, to make the ſayd Pꝛohibition generall. 

Foz firſt, wee are infozmed, That whereas the vſe of foꝛreine Tobacco was chiefly vented, 
aud recetued in Cities and great Townes, where riot and exceſle vſeth to take place, it is now 
by the Inland plantation become pzomtſcuous,and begun to be taken in every meane Valage. 
tuen amongſt the baleſt people. 

Secondly, We are giuen to vnderſtand from diners perſons of ſkill and experiente, That 
the Engliſh Tobacco , howſoener ſome doe pꝛeſume oz imagine by induſtrie and experience to 
reetifie it, and make it good ( wherein it is eaſie foz opinion to doe nulchteke) vet it is certeinly in 
it lelfe moꝛe trude, poyſonous and dangerous foz the bodies and healths of Pur Subtects then 
that that tomes from hotter Climates; So that the meditinall ve of Tobatto (Which is chat 
that is only good in it, and to be appꝛoued) is in this kind allo toꝛrupted and inketted. 

Thirdly, Whereas Our Colonies and Plantations in Virginia and the Sommer llands, (being 
pꝛoper and naturall Climatesfoz that plant, andthe true temper thereof) receine much tomloꝛt 
by the Impoꝛtation therof into this Aingdome · which is to be reſpetted at leaſt in the Interim, 
vntill Our ſaid Colonies map grow to yeeld better and moze ſolidecommodities) Now the lam 
Trading from thence is and will be by the Plantation within this Realme, choaned and ouer- 


thꝛowen. 
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- Fourthly, wee dot find allo, that che redn 
okneert the Citleof London ( hien was a er | nds, an 
pom = and bebe, Ee ate. 
harmefull vanity)extendeth like wile vnto all — ndracher mane | 
dy how much the ponertte is greater there, then here aboue. . «2 

Andlaſtly, foz that it doeth manifeſtiy tend to thediminutionof dur Cuftomes, which ts a 
thing, that although in tale of good Panufactures, and neteſſary commodities wee doe little 
eſteeme, Yet where it ſhall de taken from Us, and no good but rather hurt thereby redound to 

Our people, Wee haue reaſon to pzeſerue. 

Wee therefoze intending in time ta pꝛouide a remedie foz this ſpꝛeading euill. which hath in a 
very few yeares diſperſedit ſelfe into moſt parts of Our Kingdomes , doeheereby ſtraighely 
tharge and tommand all and euery perſon and perſons of what degree oz condition ſoeuer, 

That they oꝛ any ofthem,by themſelues,their ſeruants,Wozkemen oz labourers, doe not from 
and after the ſecond day of Febzuary next, pzeſume to ſow, ſet, oꝛ plant, oꝛ cauſe to be ſowen, 
ſet oꝛ planted within this Hur Realme of England, oꝛ Dominion of wales, any ſoztoz kinde 
of Tobacco whatſoeuer ; And that they oz any of them, ſhall not, or doe not hereafter mam⸗ 
taine, 02 continue any old ſtockes, oꝛ plants of Tobacco, fozmerly ſowen oꝛ planted, but ſhall 
foo:thwith vtterly deſtroy and roote vp the ſame, connerting and inploying the ground and 
ſoyle thereof to ſome other lawful vſes andpurpoles, as to them ſhall ſeeme beſt, vponpaine-_. . 
ofcontempt of Our Royall commaundement, to be pzoceeded with accozdingto Our Lawes, | 
and Pꝛerogatiue Royall with all ſeueritie. 

And therekoze, foz the moꝛe due exetution of the pꝛemiſſes, wer doe further wal. require and bf: 
command all Hayoꝛs, Sheriffes, Yuſtices of Peace, Baylies,Conſtables, and other officers - 
aud miniſters, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, That they and eueryof them, ſhall from 
time to time diligently and carefully intend the due and exatt obleruation of this Our Nopal 
pleaſure , And that they permit not, noꝛ luffer any thing to be done, contrary to the true intent 
and meaning of this Hur Pzoclamation, but withſtand the ſame to their vttermolt power, as 
they tender Our ſeruite: And kurther that they takeozderthat ſuch offendozs, labourers, oz 
wozkemen, as (hal perſiſt in the ſowing oz planting of Tobacco, this Our Realme oꝛ DomE 
nion of wales, oz in the maintaining oz continuing any old ſtocks,oz foemer plancationsthere- 
of hereafter, may be called befoze them, e be bound inRecogntzances of good fummes to Our 
vle, to appeare in Sur Court of Starrechamber, there to be pzolecuted by Our Attourney ge» 
nerall, as tontemners of Dur expzeſſe Commandement,Pzoclamation,e Perogatine Royall,  / 
wherein (eſperially in a cauſe of this nature) wee will expect, and requireofall our Sublects, - 
their due confozmitie and obedience. |
